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INTRODUCTION. 



The Library of the American Institute was organized in the 
year 1833. At a meeting of the Institute held on the fourth day 
of February, 1833, a resolution was offered by Eobert K. Moulton, 
that a committee be appointed to report on the subject of a Library 
for the Institute, which was adopted, and Robert K. Moulton, 
Joseph P. Simpson, William Inglis, Clarkson Crolius, and George 
Bacon were appointed. 

The Committee subsequently reported a plan for the organiza- 
tion of the Library, which was adopted on the twenty-second day 
of July, 1833 ; and the Institute then made an appropriation of five 
hundred dollars to the Library. On the thirteenth of February, 
1834, an additional appropriation of five hundred dollars was 
made by the Institute. 

Although the Institute made appropriations to the Library, and 
furnished room for its accommodation, the members of the Insti- 
tute, as such, were only entitled to read the books in the Library ; 
none except the shareholders being entitled to take books from 
the Library. Persons not members of the Institute were allowed 
to become shareholders. 

The following is a copy of the heading of the original subscrip- 
tion paper, signed by the shareholders of the Library : 

" STATISTICAL LIBRARY OF THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE. 

" Subscril>i:rs v> this |in [.ci' ngvue. l,o contribute twenty-hvc dollars in money or 
books, towards the above Library. When the contributions are completed, scrip 
will be issued lor shares, which will entitle caeh contributor to one volume from the 
Library, 'subject to the regulations that may he adopted,' and the Reading 
Room will at all times be open to such contributors between certain hours of the 
day. The privilege may be transferred with the approbation of the Committee 
having charge of the Library. The most useful works, embracing modern improve- 
ments for the la.it iif'ry years, will be procured," 

Thaddeus B. Wakeman, then Corresponding Secretary, and 
Edwin Williams, then Recording Secretary, not only signed the 
paper, bat procured a large number of subscribers. 
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4 INTRODi.'CTIOX. 

JAMES TALLMADGE, the President of the Institute, made a dona- 
tion of Niles' Register, which had been purchased by him for one 
hundred dollars.

The first share of Library Scrip was issued on the twenty-third 
day of June, 1834. 

The Library was first opened at the rooms of the Institute, in 
the year 1833, in Liberty street, near Broadway, in this city. In 
1834 the Library and Institute removed to No. 41 Cortlandt street. 
The Institute and Library remained thereuntil 1836. when a lease 
was taken by the Institute of the 2d floor of No. 187 Broadway, 
at a rent of $1000 a year, where they remained for three years. 
In 1839 the Institute and Library were removed to rooms in the 
new City Hall in the Park, rented from the corporation for four 
years, at a rent of $400. In 1843 the corporation granted a free 
lease to the Institute for 10 years, subject to the right of the cor- 
poration to terminate the same when wanted for public purposes. 
In 1848 the corporation terminated the lease, additional rooms being 
wanted for court rooms. 

In November, 1848, the Institute hired the second floor of the 
building corner of Broadway and Anthony street, at the rent of 
$1000 per year. There being no accommodation for the Library 
in those rooms, the books were carefully packed up and stored. 

After the close of the Annual Fair in the fall of the year 1848, 
there appeared to be a general desire among the members to obtain 
a permanent, location for the Institute. 

The Institute having accumulated about $17,000, being the sur- 
plus proceeds of their Fairs, in the spring of 1849 purchased the 
building now occupied by them, No. 351 Broadway, for $45,000, 
on which there is now a mortgage for s2o,i")n(i, payable on May 1st, 
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TXTK01 vrCTION. O 

1854, to meet which the Institute have now invested, on bond and 
mortgage, $10,000. 

The Institute removed to their new building in June, 1849, and 
the Library was then unpacked and re-opeiied, for the use of the 
shareholders and members of the Institute. 

The Library Boom is 80 feet long, by 25 feet wide, and has been 
handsomely fitted up by the Institute with glass cases, gas fixtures, 
&c, at an expense of $702 19. 

Connected with the Library is a .Reading l.loom furnished with the 
newspapers published in the city of Xew York, and one newspaper 
from each of the principal cities in the United Stales, and also with 
the principal periodicals and scientific m.'ura/ineK published in the 
United States and Great Britain. 

As the Institute had at various times voted appropriations of 
money to the Library, increasing its value, questions arose as to 
the relative right of the shareholders and the Institute in the 
Library. The members of the Institute were not entitled to take 
a volume from the Library until the first day of May, 1850, when 
that privilege was given to them by the new By-Laws. 

For the purpose of settling the questions as to the rights of the 
shareholders, a paper was drawn up and signed by iifteen of them, 
releasing their rights as such, to the Institute, and which was pre- 
sented at a meeting held on 11th of April, 1850; whereupon a 
resolution was passed that shareholders who should release their 
rights in the Library, should be life-members of the Institute, 
and a special vote of thanks to those shareholders who had so 
released their rights was passed.* Since that time nearly all the 
shareholders have released their rights and become members of 
the Institute for life.

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Since May, 1850, when the present committee was elected, there 
have been added to the Library 1280 volumes, and its gradual 
increase has been provided for by an annual appropriation, passed 
by the Institute on the sixth day of March, 1851, of $500 a year 
for five years. The Library is now composed of 5860 volumes. 

We add, for the information of the members, the By-Laws of the 
Institute relating to the Library, and the Rules and Regulations of 
the Library now in force, which were adopted May 23, 1850.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO THE LIBRARY. 

Sec. 40. It shall be the duty of the Library Committee to make selections for 
the Library, and adopt, rules and regulations in accordance with which hooks may 
be taken therefrom, and exercise a general superintendence over all affairs con- 
nected with the Library, which rules and regulations must be submitted to the 
Institute for confirmation at its next regular meeting, after their adoption by said 
committee. 

Sec. 60. All members who shall have paid regularly and punctually their 
annual dues, and the Shareholders of the Library, shall be entitled to take books 
from the Library, at such times and subject to such rules and regulations as may be 
established, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing section. 

Srcc. 51. Any member availing himself of the privilege named in the preceding 
section, who shall not strictly comply with, and observe the rules and regulations 
prescribed as aforesaid, shall, upon being reported to the Institute, be suspended 
from his rights as a member, until restored thereto by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present at any stated meeting of the Institute ; and if he shall refuse or 
neglect a compliance with such rules and regulations for the term of six months, 
he may be expelled by a vote of the Institute, and his name be stricken from the 
roll of members. 

Sec. 81. Whenever any member of the Institute shall make a donation to the 
Library of Books, none of which shall then be duplicates of books in the Library, 
and which shall, in the opinion of the Library Committee, be suitable for the Lihra-

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 



AMERICAN INSTITUTE LIBRARY. 



Section 1. The Libcai-y and llore.linsj Hooai shall bo open daily, (e scept Sun- 
days, New Year's Day, Four!]] of July, Annual Thanksgiving, and Christmas,) to 
wit: from 8 o'clock, A. IV., until 7i o'clock, i 1 . M., on Mondays, Wednesdays, Fri- 
days, antl Saturdays, and uni.il 1(1 o'clock, P.M.. on Tuesdays, :ind Thu rsdays, 
liming the months of April, May, June, July, August, S-opt.cmbor ami October ; and 
from 8i o'clock, A. M., until £> o'clock, P. M., on Mondavi, Wednesdays, Fridays 
and Saturdays, and until 10 o'clock, P. M., mi Tuesdays and Thursdays, during the 
months of January, Fein-uaiy. Ma-reli, JS'ijvcnibci' and December, 

Section 2. Tin: Librarian shall make a full and accurate catalogue of all the 
honks, pamphlets, maps, cimi-ts, newspapers, Ac., bcloimirig to the Library of the 
Institute, and arrange and number thorn in proper order, which shall at all times 
he open lo (lie inspectied of the ineinhers : lie shall make a record of all books pre- 
sented to the Institute, in a book provided lor thai purpose, with the names of the 

Section 3. He shall enter, in a book to be kept for that purpose, the num- 
ber of every volume, delivered by Mm, the name of the person to ivl.umi delivered, 
the time of taking and returnim; the same. ti-^'.u-jK^.-- with the forfeitures arising 
from every default. 

Section 4. He shall cjlh-ci all Library dues and forfeit ares incurred by the 
members, and account for the same to the Treasurer of the Library Cenimittee at the 
close of each month, or ofleuor, if voim'red by Hit said Committee. 

Section S. He shall report monthly to the Library Committee the names of such 
members as may refuse to pay their forfeitures, or lose or damage any book belong- 
ing to the Library, and the names of all deliinjue.nts, with the amount of dues re- 
maining unpaid. 

Section 6. He shall replace the books in proper order upon the shelves as soon 
as may be after they are returned, having first examined them with care and ascer- 
tained whether i.iiey loi ve been injured or defaoed. 

Section 7. He shall see that the berks. Library and Mending Koom, are kept 
in good order, shall duly observe the instructions which may be given him by tho 
Library Committee, and take care that the regulations relative to the loaning of 
books be strictly adhered to. 
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8 RULES AND BEGUL ACTONS. 

Section 8. He shall ascertain during the fii-sl week in eaeh nun. ill, by examina- 
tion of the. account of each member, the book or books not then returned to the 
Library in due season, and he shall biusi: tin- same to bo procured of the members 
iu default. 

Section 9. He shall deliver to any member applying personally, or to his 
written order, one volume, if it be a folio or quarto, anil one book or set, {not ex- 
ceeding three volumes) if an octavo or volume of less size. 

Section 10. Every member may detain each book or set delivered as aforesaid, 
if it he a folio or quarto, three weeks, an octavo two weeks, or a book or set of 
less size one week, eiuopr, m.>«- publications, which until tin.';.' shall have been in the 
Library two months, shall not be detained, an octavo, or book of less size, longer 
than one week, and which shall not be renewed. 

Section 11. Any member who shall tie lain, a book or set longer than the time 
above 1 limited respectively, shall forfeit and pay to the Librarian, for every day a 
volume is so detained, if it be a folio four cents, a quarto three cents, an octavo 
two cents, if it be a duodeeioio or smaller volume, or a pamphlet, one cent, pro- 
vided always a whole set be taken out and part of it be detained longer than the 
time above limited, the fine shall be exacted for each book not returned; and if such 
a book be detained one week beyond the time above limited, the forfeiture shall be 
doubled. The Library Committee shall have power to remit fines upon a proper 
excuse being given. 

Section 12. If any member lose or injure a book, periodical or newspaper, he 
shall pay to the Librarian the value of the book lost, or a sum equal to the injury 
done to such book, periodical or newspaper, which amount shall be fined by the 
Librarian, and if the book lost or injured be one of a set, he shall pay the Librarian, 
for the use of the Institute, the full value of said set, and may thereupon receive the 
remaining volumes as his property. 

Section 13. No member shall be permitted to receive a book from the Library or 
be entitled to the privileges of the Reading Boom, until he shall have paid all sums 
due from him to the Institute for annual dues, fines, &o. , and made good all dam- 
ages and losses which he may have occasioned. 

Section 14. The books marked in the Catalogue as books of reference, thus (") 
and such others as may from time to time be specially designated by the Library 
Committee, shall not be taken from the Library, except by special permission of a 
member of the Library Committee. 

Section 15, None bu; members shall be allowed the ptiviloge of the Heading 
Koom, unless introduced by a member of the Institute. 

Section 16. Any momber may have the privilege of introducing a friend not a 
resident of the city ; whose name shall be registered by the Librarian in a book 
provided for that purpose, and who will receive a ticket of admission to the Read- 
ing Koom for the term of two weeks. 

Section 17. No periodical work shall be taken from the liooin hue;!, two months 
shall have elapsed from the time of its being received.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 



The Alphabetical and Analytical Catalogue of the American 
Institute Library was printed in 1S52. In the Introduction to that 
Catalogue a brief historical sketch of the origin and progress of 
the Library was given, together with the By-Laws of the Institute 
relating to the Library, and the Rules and Regulations adopted 
for its government. As no changes or alterations have been made 
either in these By-Laws or in the Rules and Regulations, it will be 
sufficient to refer those desirous of information on these points to 
the Catalogue. 

The Library contained on the 1st of January, 1852, five thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty (5,860) volumes; the number of 
volumes in the Library at the present time is seven thousand 
seven hundred and fifty, (7,750.) There have been added to the 
Library, therefore, since the publication of the Catalogue, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety (1,890) volumes. Of these an 
Alphabetical and an Analytical Catalogue are givenin the pres- 
ent Supplement, which has been carefully prepared by the Libra- 
rian, Mr. Ezekiel A. Hakeis, who also prepared the Catalogue. 

The Library, as a glance at the Catalogue will show, is quite 
general or miscellaneous in its character. Of such libraries, largo 
and easily accessible, there are many in New York, which are an 
honor and an ornament to the city. There are also extremely 
valuable collections devoted to law, medicine and theology. On the 
other hand, the agriculturist, tbo mechanic and the manufacturer, 
whose pursuits have now attained a scientific basis and taken their 
place among the learned professions, have hitherto had then- 
wants but imperfectly provided for. Something, indeed, has 
been done. 

It will be seen that while many important additions have 
been made to the Library of the Institute in works of general 
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interest, numerous valuable works have been procured on the 
subjects falling more directly within its scope and sphere. It is 
believed that in no other way can the American Institute promote 
those great industrial interests for which it has labored unremit- 
tingly during more than a quarter of a century, than by making 
its collection of books worthy to take its place by the side of our 
Libraries of Law, Medicine and Theology, as the great Scientific 
Library of the country. 

By steadily adhering to system, with this object in view, in the 
purchase of works upon science — those in particular giving the 
latest results of scientific investigation, the new discoveries and 
processes which modern genius is constantly producing, the history 
of invention, the rights of inventors, the records of patents, the in- 
fluence and history of industrial exhibitions and all kindred topics 
—the collection of the American Institute may be rendered a 
library of the highest value to the engineer, mechanic and farmer, 
as well as to men of abstract science. It is hoped that when 
another Supplement shall be found necessary, it will exhibit satis- 
factory progress towards so desirable a result.
